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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1, 16, 37, 41, 43 and 46 are not 
distinguishable over the prior art, despite the proposed amendment of "determining a file at the sytem controller to retrieve based on the 
file type and port address." Klimenko does disclose determining a file based on file type (see Figure 4A). Files "LANHD.IMG" (250) and 
"LANHD.INI" (550) are only distinguishable based on the file extensions ".IMG" and ".INI," which represent file types. In addition, 
Klimenko discloses entries that match a MAC address, which represents a port address, for a specific client PC (col. 11, lines 31-39). An 
entry at the server of Klimenko is determined based on file type and port address, thus the claims are not in condition for allowance. 
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
